That  the  Reverend  John  Thomas  Becher 
be  requested  to  undertake  the  trouble  of 
printing  and  publishing  the  articles  of  union, 
the  code  of  by-laws,  and  the  address  to  be  an¬ 
nexed  to  them,  in  the  manner,  that  he  shall 
judge  most  likely  to  advance  the  interests  of 
the  lunatic  asylum.

ADDRESS 

TO  THE  riiBEIC, 


ON  THE 

JYature^  Design^  and  ConstUulion 

OF  the 

GENERAL  LUNATIC  ASYLUM^ 

NEAR 
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TT HAT  spirit  of  active  beneficence^ 
which  pervades  this  nation,  and  so  eminently 
distinguishes  the  age  in  which  we  live,  can« 
not  be  more  fitly  exemplified,  nor  more  hap« 
pily  illustrated,  than  by  contemplating  the 
various  forms  and  modes  of  charitable  institu-» 
tions,  which  have  successively  arisen ;  each 
embracing  separate  objects,  yet  all  uniting  in 
the  great  design,  to  improve  the  character  and 
condition  of  the  poor. 
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Institutions  of  this  description,  whether 
destined  on  the  one  hand,  to  supply  the  wants, 
or  to  relieve  the  infirmities  and  diseases  of  the 
labouring  poor  ;  or,  on  the  other,  to  cultivate 
their  minds,  to  promote  habits  of  industry,  or 
to  correct  vicious  propensities,  are  justly 
deemed  the  fairest  embellishments  of  civil  so¬ 
ciety  ;  and,  whether  originating  in  the  libe¬ 
rality  of  individuals,  or  sanctioned  by  public

authority,  they  constitute  the  firmest  support, 
and  the  most  flattering  ornaments,  of  a  free, 
opulent,  and  powerful  state. 

Among  the  nuiiierous  establishments  of  this 
sort,  happily  to  bp  found  in  every  part  of 
this  kingdom,  a  general  asylum  for  the  recep¬ 
tion,  care,  and  maiiiteoance  of  lunatics,  will, 
deservedly,  occupy  a  distinguished  place  in  the 
estimation  of  the  public;  as  conferring  impor¬ 
tant  benefits  on  civil  society,  and  proposing 
peculiar  advantages  to  the  afflicted  individuals, 
for  whose  aid  and  comfort  it  is  designed. 

The  services,  that  it  renders  to  society. 
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are  effected  by  removing  many  sources  of  in¬ 
jury  and  annoyance,  which  are  reciprocally 
suffered  and  inflicted  by  those  unhappy  per¬ 
sons,  when  permitted  to  wander  at  large  in 
our  streets  and  highways ;  and  by  relieving 
private  families  from  the  burden  and  respon¬ 
sibility  of  a  painful  and  unavailing  attendance 
on  a  disease,  to  which  they  are  utterly  inca¬ 
pable  of  rendering  any  real  assistance ;  which 
their  assiduities  tend  more  frequently  to  ag-^ 
gravatethan  alleviate ;  and  which  must  end  in 
the  ruin  of  their  own  domestic  economy  and 
comfort, 

To  the  patients  themselves,  the  advantages 
proposed  by  such  an  establishment,  are  still 
more  obvious  and  important.  It  begins  by 
removing  the  afflicted  object  from  the  contu¬ 
melious  gaze  of  vulgar  curiosity,  which  fre¬ 
quently  -augments,  in  no  small  degree,  the 
irritation  incident  to  the  disease.  It  proceeds 
to  cover  with  the  veil  of  privacy,  his  misery 
and  degradation,  together  with  every  other 
circumstance  injurious  to  himself,  or  offensive 
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to  society  ;  whilst  it  furnishes  within  its  pre-* 
cincts  every  real  accomodation  ;  and  makes 
due  provision  for  every  enjoyment  and  recre¬ 
ation,  of  which  his  condition  is  susceptible. 
In  a  word,  it  unites  in  one  spot,  and  under 
one  system  of  management,  the  collective 
means,  which  the  present  state  of  knowledge 
has  discovered  to  be  capable  of  alleviating  or 
removing  this  most  inveterate  and  humiliating 
of  all  the  maladies,  to  which  man  is  heir. 

The  most  cursory  view  of  this  subject  will 
suffice  to  convince  any  reflecting  mind,  that 
the  proper  treatment  of  the  insane  is  not  a 
matter  of  easy  attainment,  to  which  every 
bold  pretender  is  competent.  It  is  an  art  of 
itself,  independent  of  every  other,  and  in¬ 
cluding  a  system  of  moral  as  well  as  medical 
management,  of  which  the  just  principles  must 
be  the  rew  ard,  resulting  from  a  habit  of  correct 
observation  and  persevering  reflection  on  the 
moral  and  physical  temperament  of  the  afflict¬ 
ed.  That  the  disease  itself,  in  its  various 
modifications,  assumes,  and  daily  exhibits. 
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different  and  apparently  opposite  conditions, 
is  well  known  ;  still,  experierice  has  taught  us, 
that  certain  general  principles  are  more  or 
less  applicable  to  the  treatment  of  all ;  whilst 
it  is  equally  true,  that  such  is  the  endless  va« 
riety  of  symptoms  and  circumstances  in  the 
cases  of  individuals,  as  to  exercise  the  sagaci« 
ty  and  discrimination  of  those  most  conversant 
in  the  treatment  of  this  complex  disease. 

In  this  aspect,  an  asylum  for  lunatics 
ought  to  be  an  establishment,  conducted  un« 
der  the  sanction  of  general  rules,  the  due  ap¬ 
plication  of  which  demands  the  aid  and  co¬ 
operation  of  several  individuals  properly  se¬ 
lected  and  instructed  in  their  particular  duties  5 
in  the  discharge  of  which,  they  may  be  sup¬ 
posed  to  acquire  an  accession  of  skill  and  dex® 
terity,  by  daily  habit  and  observation. 

Such  an  assemblage  of  means  and  advan¬ 
tages  can  rarely,  if  ever,  be  united  in  the  pri¬ 
vate  habitations  even  of  the  opulent.  This  is 
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one  of  the  reasons,  why  the  relations  of  insane 
persons  among  the  rich,  as  well  as  poor, 
have  found  it  advisable  to  prefer  establish¬ 
ments  of  this  kind,  as  the  best  calculated  for 
the  effectual  attainment  of  the  great  object  in 
view  ;  a  second  is  founded  on  the  inefficiency, 
and,  as  it  is  usually  managed,  the  insecurity 
of  domestic  treatment,  and  its  absolute  in¬ 
compatibility  with  the  comforts  of  a  private 
family  :  a  third  reason  claims  our  particular 
notice,  and  is  the  more  to  our  purpose,  since 
it  originates  in  the  nature  and  symptoms  of 
the  disease  in  question.  It  is  well  known,  that 
cases  of  insanity  are,  in  their  coinmencement, 
frequently  detected,  and  distinguished  from 
other  complaints,  by  a  suspicion,  expressed 
by  the  patient,  of  dark  designs  and  conspira¬ 
cies  against  his  liberty  or  life,  formed  by  those 
of  his  friend^,  who  are  immediately  about 
him;  and  accompanied  with  a  jealousy  and 
distrust  of  his  nearest  connexions,  which  is 
usually  in  a  degree  proportioned  to  the  at¬ 
tachment  previously  subsisting  between  them. 
Thus,  the  tender  assiduities  of  his  dearest  re- 
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latives  become,  to  the  deluded  imaginatioo  of 
the  patient,  an  aggravation  of  his  disease  ; 
and  such  is  often  his  horror  at  their  approacli, 
as  to  render  an  entire  separation  indispensa¬ 
ble.  Y et,  it  is  remarked  of  tho^e  very  indi¬ 
viduals,  that  they  become  comparatively  quiet 
/ 

and  contented  under  the  direction  of  stran¬ 
gers,  who  possess  the  art  of  exercising  over 
them  a  well  regulated  and  temperate  author 
rity.  With  what  peculiar  force  does  this  rea¬ 
soning  apply  in  favour  of  the  late  provision 
by  the  legislature  to  render  public  establish¬ 
ments  for  lunatics  more  general ! 

These  are  some  of  the  reasons.,  why  the 
rich  and  poor  meet  together  in  this  sanctuary 
for  the  afflicted ;  and  why  the  wealthy,  as  well 
as  the  needy,  are  glad  to  avail  themselves  of 
its  aid  to  their  suffering  e  ations.  It  follows, 
that  every  establishment  of  the  nature  and  ex¬ 
tent,  which  we  have  in  view,  must  be  fitted  up 
with  apartments  and  other  accommodations, 
suitable  to  the  different  classes  of  patients, 
and  to  their  abilities  for  defraying  the  neces^

more  is  demanded  from  the  opulent  than  the 
actual  cost  of  their  care  and  maintenance ; 
it  is  equally  reasonable  and  consonant  to  the 
genuine  principles  of  charity,  that  the  surplus, 
arising  from  such  payments,  should  be  applied 
to  the  assistance  of  others,  labouring  under  a 
similar  infliction,  but  who  are,  unhappily^ 
without  the  means  of  subsistence  under  it,  or 
relief  from  it.  It  has,  indeed,  been  foreseen, 
that  such  surplus  would  prove  a  very  inade¬ 
quate  relief  to  the  indigent  classes,  for  a  con¬ 
siderable  period,  after  the  first  establishment 
of  a  lunatic  asylum ;  and  until  it  had  acquired 
sufficient  character  to  render  it  the  resort  of 
those  in  more  affluent  circumstances.'  Acting 
under  this  conviction,  and  reposing  a  just  con¬ 
fidence  in  the  liberality  of  the  public,  already 
so  amply  experienced,  the  governors  have  a- 
d opted  the  scheme  of  a  permanent  charitable 
fund,  described  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  articles 
of  union,  to  be  wholly  appropriated  towards 
diminishing  the  payments,  and  increasing  the 
comforts  of  the  second  and  third  classes  of  pa¬ 
tients,  which,  according  to  the  plan  of  this 
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institution,  are  always  likely  to  constitute 
four-fifths  of  the  complement. 

Before  we  quit  the  subject  of  the  interior 
economy  of  a  lunatic  asylum,  it  may  be  pro¬ 
per  to  take  some  notice  of  an  objection  against 
any  attempts  towards  the  cure  of  this  malady, 
founded  on  the  opinion  of  its  seat  being  in 
the  mental  part,  and  its  treatment,  therefore, 
beyond  the  province  of  art.  Unhappily,  this 
notion  is  readily  adopted  by  the  patients  them¬ 
selves,  in  their  bewildered  reasonings  on  their 
condition  ;  and,  under  this  delusion,  they 
are  apt  to  reject,  w  ith  sullen  pertinacity,  both 
food  and  medicine,  often  for  a  length  of  time, 
that  excites  just  alarm  for  their  safety.  If 
such  was  the  hopeless  condition  of  insanity, 
then,  indeed,  we  must  conclude,  that  vain 
is  the  help  of  man  ;  we  must  be  content  to 
tremble  at  the  fate  of  its  . victims,  and  to  mourn 
over  the  degradation  of  our  nature.  Happily, 
this  is  far  from  being  the  true  state  of  the  case. 
Reason  and  experience  concur  in  demonstra¬ 
ting,  that,  under  the  influence  of  this  disease. 
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it  is  not  the  intellectual  part  which  suffers,  but 
that  bodily  organization,  which  it  actuates  5 
and  which,  on  due  investigation,  has  frequent¬ 
ly  been  found  to  have  undergone  a  material 
alteration  of  structure,  by  the  long  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  disease  in  cases,  where  its  fatal  e- 
.  vent  afforded  the  opportunity  of  examination# 

Hitherto,  ail  that  has  been  said  to  illustrate 
the  nature  and  objects  of  an  asylum  for  luna¬ 
tics,  will  apply  equally  to  every  public  insti¬ 
tution  of  this  sort,  designed  for  different  clas¬ 
ses  of  patients,  whatever  may  be  the  particu¬ 
lar  form  of  its  constitution.  In  that,  which  is 
now  under  consideration,  the  voluntary  sub¬ 
scribers  had  originally  contemplated  an  estab¬ 
lishment  on  the  same  model,  as  several  others 
to  be  found  in  the  prov  incial  towns  of  England, 
and  depending  wholly  on  the  munificence  of 
individuals:  but,  on  a  closer  investigation  of 
the  subject  by  all  the  parties  concerned,  it 
was  determined  to  adopt  the  recommendation 
of  the  legislature  in  an  act,  passed  in  the  for¬ 
ty-eighth  year  of  his  present  majesty,  for 
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the  better  care  and  maintenance  of  lunatics, 
being  paupers  or  criminals  and  the  result 
has  been,  that  certain  articles  of  union  have 
been  agreed  upon,  betwceii  the  justices  of  the 
peace  for  the  county  of  Nottingham,  the  jus¬ 
tices  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  the  town  of 
Nottingham,  and  the  voluntary  subscribers ;  by 
which  all  these  parties  become  united  and  en¬ 
gaged  to  form  such  an  establishment,  as  shall 
fulfil  the  purposes  provided  for  in  the  act, 
with  respect  to  the  two  counties  ;  and  shall 
likewise  be  open  to  all  descriptions  of  patients 
from  every  part  of  the  world . 

The  reasons,  which  have  so  powerfully  re¬ 
commended  this  ])lan  of  a  lunatic  asylum, 
are,  the  extension  thus  given  to  its  sphere  of 
usefulness ;  the  manifest  economy  resulting 
from  it,  both  in  the  construction  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  and  the  conduct  of  the  institution  ;  and 
that,  by  this  measure,  the  patronage  and  ac¬ 
tive  co-operation  of  most  respectable  and  en» 
lightened  characters  is  permanently  secured 
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in  the  direction  and  administration  of  its 
fairs.  This  is  the  first  example  of  a  lunatic 
asylum  founded  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act;  and,  for  the  weighty  reasons  assigned, 
it  is  ho|>ed,  that  it  will  be  so  conducted,  as 
to  invite  imitation,  wherever  such  schemes  arp 
contemplated. 

It  cannot  fail  to  strike  every  person,  who 
considers  this  subject,  that  a  form  ol*  building, 
appropriate  to  the  purposes  of  an  asylum  for 
lunatics,  is  a  matter  of  primary  importance 
to  the  due  accommodation,  the  security,  and 
the  separation  of  the  different  classes  and  sexes 
of  patients.  On  this  point,  much  pains  have 
been  bestowed,  and  witli  complete  success. 
The  plan  of  the  edifice,  approved  and  adopt¬ 
ed  by  the  second  and  third  articles  of  union, 
possesses  so  decided  a  superiority  in  tlic  gene¬ 
ral  design,  as  well  as  iu  the  distribution  of  its 
parts,  over  any  other  building  of  this  descrip^ 
tion  in  England,  as  must  at  first  sight  be  dis¬ 
cerned  by  every  person  conversant  \^ith  tlie 
subject. 
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If  this  attempt  to  describe  the  constitution, 
purposes,  and  economy  of  the  general  lunatic 
asylum,  near  Nottingham,  shall  be  found  to 
have  furnished  the  public  with  a  distinct  a- 
nalysis  of  so  truly  benevolent  an  establish¬ 
ment,  one  great  purpose  of  this  address  will 
be  attained ;  and  the  governors  will  deem 
themselves  justified  in  recommending  it,  as 
well  entitled  to  the  patronage  and  pecuniary 
assistance  of  all,  who  are  disposed  to  promote 
the  success  of  an  institution,  so  little  liable  to 
abuse;  promising  such  evident  and  essential 
benefits  to  the  public  ;  and  founded  on  so  no¬ 
ble  and  firm  a  basis,  as  cannot  fail  to  exalt 
the  character  and  credit  of  those  counties, 
which  have  been  the  first  to  give  it  birtln 

Much  has  already  been  done  by  the  gene¬ 
rosity  and  public  spirit  of  individuals;  but,  it 
is  now  forseen,  that  further  assistance  will  still 
be  w^anted,  both  to  supply  the  deficiency  of 
funds,  on  the  part  of  the  voluntary  subscri¬ 
bers,  in  fitting  up  and  furnishing  the  build¬ 
ing  ;  and  also  to  form,  during  the  first  year 
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after  its  opening*,  a  charitable  fund,  upon  the 
principles  prescribed  by  the  annexed  regula¬ 
tions. 

The  governors  are  convinced,  that  in  thus 
preferring  their  plea  for  the  further  aid  of  the 
public,  to  enable  them  to  complete  so  desira¬ 
ble  an  undertaking,  they  could  not  have  urged 
more  powerful  motives,  than  a  simple  state¬ 
ment' of  the  nature  and  tendency  of  the  estab¬ 
lishment,  and  the  expectations  it  is  calculated 
to  fulfil.  If  other  arguments  are  wanted, 
every  man  will  find  them  in  his  owm  breast, 
by  a  due  reflection  on  the  deplorable  conse¬ 
quences  of  that  disease,  which  it  is  the  object 
of  this  institution  to  relieve  or  remove. 

it  is  avowed,  that  the  benefits,  proposed  to 
be  bestowed,  are  calculated  exclusively  for 
tlie  treatment  of  one  malady ;  but,  let  it  be 
remembered,  that,  in  the  long  catalogue  of 
diseases  incident  to  man,  it  is  the  only  one, 
which,  from  its  peculiar  and  lamentable  cir¬ 
cumstances,  is  excluded  from  eSicacious  ma- 
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nageiuent  in  any  other  forin.  It  is,  in  truth, 
an  affliction  of  no  common  kind.  Other  ca¬ 
lamities  may  affect  our  health  and  impede  our 
exertions  ;  may  deprive  us  of  the  favours  of 
fortune,  or  the  fruits  of  reputation  ;  but  this 
cuts  off,  at  once,  the  very  source  of  all  enjoy¬ 
ment  ;  it  preys,  not  on  the  gifts  of  fortune, 
but  on  the  attributes  of  reason  ;  and  strikes 
man  at  once  into  the  dust,  stripped  of  all  his 
powers  and  privileges.  In  whatever  state  we 
contemplate  the  miserable  victim  of  insanity, 
wdiether  in  a  paroxysm  of  fury,  or  of  mirth  ; 
whether  in  his  loud  lamentations  or  mute 
misery  ;  every  circumstance  of  his  sad  case, 
makes  an  irresistible  appeal  to  our  sensibility, 
and  calls  upon  us  as  men  and  as  Chris¬ 
tians,  to  exert  ourselves  in  procuring  for  him 
that  relief,  which  it  is  our  province  and  our 
duty  to  impart. 

Ye  who  enjoy  a  sound  mind,  that  most 
precious  gift  of  heaven,  consider,  seriously, 
that  upon  you  devolves  the  guardianship  of  the 
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most  helpless  and  miserable  of  your  fellow 
creatures,  whose  afRictions  are  peculiarly  ag¬ 
gravated  by  their  inability  to  make  their  com¬ 
plaints  known,  or  to  call  upon  you,  their 
brethren,  for  that  protection  and  assistance, 
which  it  is  the  benevolent  purpose  of  this  in¬ 
stitution  to  bestow,  and  of  this  address  to 
solicit.

That  he  do,  annually,  balance  his  accounts, 
on  the  twenty  fourth  day  of  June,  and  submit 
a  statement  of  the  same,  with  their  vouchers, 
to  the  auditors,  before  the  fifth  day  of  July 
then  next  ensuing:  that  he  do,  if  desired,

weekly  payment,  at  which  the  patient  is  to 
be  rated :  and  the  names  of  two  responsible 
housekeepers,  of  whom  one  shall  reside  in  the 
town  of  Nottingham  or  w  ithin  five  miles  there¬ 
of,  with  their  names,  occupations^  and  places 
of  abode,  are  to  be  sent,  in  writing,  to  the 
abovenamed  director,  who,  if  the  securities 
be  approved  by  the  house-committee,  will 
quire  them  to  execute  a  bond  in  the  form 
annexed  to  the  printed  instructions.  When 
these  regulations  have  been  carried  into  effect,^ 
the  patient  will  be  immediately  admitted.

liain,  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  every  such 
parish  are,  by  an  act  of  parliament,  passed  in 
the  forty-eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  his  majesty 
king  George  the  third,  required  to  give  infor¬ 
mation  of  every  such  insane  person  to  a  jus¬ 
tice  of  the  peace,  acting  in  and  for  that  county 
in  which  the  parish,  to  which  the  pauper  be¬ 
longs,  is  situated  ;  on  which  occasion,  the 
justice  of  the  peace  will  make  such  order  con¬ 
cerning  every  such  pauper,  as  the  law  directs : 
and  if  any  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  wilfully 
delay  or  neglect  to  give  information,  as  above 
mentioned,  he  is,  by  the  same  act  of  parlia¬ 
ment,  rendered  liable  to  the  forfeiture  and 
payment  of  ten  pounds.
